The senate added about $45,000,000 
to the total approved by the house, in- 
cluding $2,168,000 for Sesquicenten- 
nial celebration at Philadelphia this 
year and $50,000 to defray expenses 
i of participation of the American gov- 
ernment in the preliminary arms con- 
ference arranged by the League of 
Nations. 

Considerations of the bill extended 
over four hours and was attended by 
sharp exchanges between democrats 
and republicans as to where the blame 
rested for the necessity of appropriat- 
ing nearly half a billion dollars in ad- 
dition to budget estimates for the cur- 
rent fiscal vear.

The avalanché into Sap gulch was 
one of the most devastating to hu- 
man life in the history of the Rocky 
mountains. Following a snowstorm 
of 24 hours’ duration the whole side 
of the mountain back of the village 
seemed to let . Within five min- 
utes it had buried half a dozen houses 
and a church. 

Ruins Catch Fire. 

Many of the ruins caught fire and 
smouldered under the weight of the 
avalanche deposits, roasting their oc- 
cupants alive. 

The work of the rescuers was made 
doubly. difficult by huge deposits of 
snow and debris which choked both 
ends of Bingham eanyon. 

A 3-months-old baby. uninjured, 
was taken from the debris Wednesday 
night. Its parents were still unac- 
counted for. : 

John Little, who was in a rooming 
house when it was swept away, suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself from a snow 
bank. 

“T was turned over and over as the 
snow carried me down the steep side 
of the mountain.” he said. “I was 
subjected to such a great pressure that 
at times I. thought all the breath 
would be crushed from my body.” 

Talks to Rescuers. 

Mrs. Conchita Beita, who was still 
buried under several feet of snow, Was 
able to talk with rescue workers. She 
said that when the slide stopped she 
found herself lying with her head un- 
der an overturned bath tub. the edge 
of which rested on a rock. Hence her 
head, face and shoulders were not 
buried, and she was able to speak. 

The rescuers were working feverish- 
ly to reach her. 

As the night wore on police sueceed- 
el in stringing eleectrie lights around 
the place where the heaviest deposits 

Darkness brought freezing tempera- 
tures and reseuers began abandoning 
their shovels for nicks, which rang out 
as thev struck the iey surface.

The snow slide swept two miles 
down the gulch before it overwhelmed 
the little mining camp at the narrow 
base,

As each building was swept from 
its foundation the avalanche seemed 
to gather momentum, according to Ed 
Larson, a miner, who heard the rum- 
bling sound of the approaching pile of 
snow and debris from one of the win- 
dows of the McDonald boarding house. 

Larson shouted a warning to the 
sleeping miners, who, a short time be- 
fore had gone off shift, threw one man 
out of a window and himself follow- 
ed. Both men escaped with a few 
scratches. The three-story boarding 
house, conducted by Mrs. James Mc- 
Donald, was the last building to be 
demolished and the avalanche came 
to-a stop at the back door of the office 
building of the Highland Boy mine, 
of the Utah Delaware Mine company, 
a subsidiary of the Anaconda Copper 
company. 

It was in the boarding house that 
the greatest loss of life occured. More 
than half a hundred miners were 
asleep in the building. Few, if any 
aside from Larson and the unidenti- 
fied man he threw from the window, 
escaped. Mrs. McDonald, the pro- 
prietor, is missing. 


Orders Out Rescuers. 


Frank A. Wardlaw, superintendent 
of the Utah-Delaware Mining com- 
pany, stopped work in the mine and 
ordered the entire day shift to rescue 
work. The offices of the company 
were pressed into service as an emer- 
gency hospital. Here more than a 
score were treated for injuries more 
or less serious and tonight seven pa- 
tients were being cared for. 

Two of these were Couchita Bdita, 
4 years’ old, and her little brother, 
Johnnie, 2 1-2 years old. A bath tub 
and wash basin saved their lives. The 
girl is suffering from a badly frosted 
leg. The edge of the tub pinned this 
leg to the ground, stopping circulation. 
The boy, also pinned down by the 
edge of the tub, is also suffering from 
a frosted foot. 

For more than four hours these 
children were within view of the res- 
cue crew and during the slow process

snow and rock, James Norburg, a 
miner, held the little girls hand and 
soothed her until she was rescued.

“Following classes of aliens shall 
be excluded from admission into the

The alien admitted the commission 
of such an offense, and that being 
the case, her exclusion is mandatory 
under the practice of the department, 
which has prevailed since 1907, when 


} the above provision was added to the 


general immigration law. 
Many Excluded. 

“During the past 19 years, con- 
siderable numbers of aliens have been 
excluded under this provision for the 
admission of the same offense as in 
the instant case. Prior to the enact- 
ment of the immigration law of 1924, 
the government was obliged to sustain 
the burden of the proof in cases of this 
nature, but since the act referred to 
became effective, the burden of proof 
has been placed on the alien appli- 
cant for admission, and in this re- 
spect, the alien did not produce any 
evidence to sustain her right to en- 
ter. 

“It should be explained in con- 
sidering immigration eases on appeal 
from boards of special inquiry at 
ports of arrival that the secretary of

Dempsey Partner 
Commits Suicide
